fendant’s equitable plea, in view of the 
facia allegea therein. There is no alle- 
ation in it that there were no debts 
due by the intestate, or what wouid be 
the amount due to his children after a 
due administration of the intestate’s 
estate, or that the estate had been fully 
adcoinistered. If he had filed a bil! on 
the equity side of the court with 
ihe same allegations as contained 
in his equitable plea, and no 
more, it would  haye heen 
demurrabie for want of equity, and he 
cannot claim to bein any better cun- 
dition 1n a court of law, so far as the 
equity of his plea is concerned, than he 
wuld be in a court cfequity. Besides, 
he sought to introduce a new party de- 
fendant in the case pending agains} 
him in the common daw suit, which 
cannot be done.
